Roosevelt Signs Beer Bill; 


Sale Will Start on April 7

WASHINGTON, March P)- 
With smiles, the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration today formally authorized sale 
of beer. : 

The bill legalizing both: the amber 
brew and also wine of 3.2 per cent 
alcoholic content. became law with 
the signature of President Roose- 
velt at 2 p. m. 

“And I hope you got the smile at 
the end,” he remarked to photogra- 
phers who recorded the signing in the 
cabinet room at the White House 
e ecutive office. 

Wearing a broad grin himself an 
hour earlier, Vice President Garner 
had affixed his signature to the legis- 
lation to send it from congress to the 
White House 

Fifteen days hence—or after mid- 
night April 6—the beer may be 
sold in the 14 states permitting it. 
The midnight hour applies to the 
eastern time belt. Sales may begin 
at 9 o'clock that night on the Pa- 
cific coast, for instance.

Fighting In 
Sub-Zero. 


To anyone who, like myself, 
dreams of China as a warm and 
mellow country where people wear 
light silk garments, the news that the 
temperature in Jehol province, where 
the fighting is going on at present, 
is about 23 below zero must come 
as a surprise. To anyone who re- 
members the winter of 1917-1918 in 
France, this fact will appear as the 
height of tragedy. For it means that 
if a man is wounded and can't move 
from the spot where he falls, he 
freezes to death. Photographs of 
Chinese and Japanese troops show 
them in fur coats, heavy pack-boots 
and wearing big fuzzy bonnets with 
ear-flaps. 

In 1917 the temperature did not go 
as low as 23 degrees, but it felt like 
40 below nevertheless. Personally. 
it took me till noon every day to 
thaw out. As soon as the sun went 
down—and what a dismal sun it was 
—lI started to freeze again. The quar- 
termaster handed out rations of rum 
in the morning, but that did not help 
much. One of the worst features of 
the situation was the frozen earth. 
When a bombardment started and a 
shell exploded in or near the trenches, 
the chunks of ice that flew up were 
just as effective in putting a man 
hors de combat as the shell-splinters 
themselves. There seemed no end to 
that winter either. Day after day 
the sun remained in hiding, and 
when it did finally come out it was 
so weak and anaemic that it only 
served to exasperate the troops. 


We can sympathize with the Chi- 
nese and Japanese soldiers out there 
in the hills of Jehol. No amount of 
argument can wipe out the fact that 
war is an uncivilized business, un- 
worthy of man and will prove posi- 
tively futile in the end. Mr. Mat- 
suoka, the Japanese delegate in Ge- 
neva, told me on his way out that

When this purchasing value is 
reached normally through adjustment 
of supply and demand, this tax would 
be removed.

With hands of balanced patterns the 
remainders of the principal suits are 
likely to be balanced. With hands 
of unbalanced pattern, they are likely 
to be unbalanced. Thus, with a 
5-4-3-1 distribution, the remainders of 
the five-card suit are probably 4-3-1 
rather than 3-3-2 or 4-4-0, but with 
a 5-3-3-2 distribution, the remainders 
are more probably 3-3-2 than 4-d-1 or 
5-3-0. 

The modern game of Contract 
Bridge is not a crude affair of Aces 
and Kings. It is a game in which 
quality, aS represented by Aces, 
Kings and other honors, struggles 
against mass formation, which is the 
distribution of the suits in the hand. 
The word “law,” in this particular, 
is used in a broad sense. Strictly 
speaking, a law is a rule of action 
prescribed by some superior which the 
inferior is bound to obey. This, how- 
ever, is a purely political definition 
of the word, but in physics the word 
“law” has two meanings. In one 
sense, a law of physics is something 


variably occurs; thus, it is a law of 
physics that, if you combine two 
chemical substances, the result will 
be a new chemical substance. But 
there is another meaning to this 
phrase in a scientific sense, and that 
is that an event is likely to occur 
or that there is a tendency toward 
its reoccurrence. 

Thus, the Law of Symmetry is a 
reasoning from the known to the un- 
known. Each player, even before the 
bidding has begun, knows the dis- 
tribution of his own hand. He knows 
whether his hand is of a balanced 
pattern or unbalanced pattern, or goes 
to the extreme of freakishness. In 
the card world, the balanced patterns 
are;

WASHINGTON, March 22.—(4)— 
Robert Worth Bingham. of Kentucky, 
President Rvosevelt’s choice for the 
major American diplomatic assign- 
ment, ambassador to Great Britain, 
today was confirmed by the senate 
within a few hours after his nomina- 
tion was approved by the foreign re 
lation committee.

consent late in the day after Sena- 
tor McNary, of Oregon, the repub- 
lican leader, withdrew an objection 
that had blocked consideration a few 
hours eariier. 

McNary had objected to taking up 
the nomination in the absence of Sen- 
ator Borah, of Idaho, ranking repub- 
lican member on the foreign relations 
committee, wkich had held up action 
a week while it looked into some 
speeches made by Bingham in Scot- 
land in 1927. 

Later in the day, when Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, the demo- 
cratic leader for the second time ask- 
ed that Bingham’s name be considered, 
McNary anncunced he had been ad- 
vised Borah had no objection to Bing- 
ham, and the senate promptly con- 
firmed him, 

The senate then waived its rule re- 
quiring that two days elapse before 
the president is notified, and agreed 
to inform Mr. Roosevelt immediately 
of the confirmation.
